Paul was on a small sailing ship, 
one of 276 people tossed with a 
mighty tempest under a leaden 
sky. The storm at sea was terrible. 
But God sent an angel to Paul 
and Paul believed God. The peo- 
ple were encouraged to eat, they 
were cast upon an island as Paul 
had prophesied, but every person’s 
life was saved and Paul got safely 
to Rome to preach the Gospel! 


Paul said, “I believe God!” That 
was a foundation stone of Paul’s 
whole life and ministry. 


In the last few days I have had 
reason to seriously reconsider all 
of God’s dealings with me, and all 
plans for the future. We have an- 
nounced a subscription campaign 
hoping to get 75,000 new and re- 
newal subscriptions for THE Sworp 
OF THE LorD in a few week’s time. 
We have then announced that on 
through the rest of the year we 
expect to get in a great flood of 
subscriptions so that by September 
28 we will hope to have 200,000 
paid subscribers to THE SworpD OF 
THE LOorD.

I believe we will. I have. encour- 
aged my workers to believe that 
we will.

It would be a heart- 
breaking defeat should we fall far 
short of that goal. 


Yesterday my brother, Evangel- 


ist Joe B. Rice, visiting me, asked,

paign?” act 


I answered, ‘No, it does not look 
like it, but I believe we will.” 

Now after much thought and 
prayer it seemed to me that to 
earnestly put down in black and 
white the reasons why I believe 
God will give what we ask, and 
will help us to do what we are 
attempting to do, would not only 
help me, but would help others to 
trust God also. And if others may 
be fired with the spark of faith to 


to attempt great things for God, 
that will be well and good. And I 
will have solemnly put myself on 
record before God and men as to 
why I expect God to hear our 
prayers and bless our efforts, and 
raise up friends and cause people 
to send in the 75,000 subscriptions 
we asked by March 31. 


Let me make it clear. I believe 
God in this,matter, altogether 
apart from human _ probabilities 
and outward evidences. At this 
date, January 19, we have received 
only a few hundred subscriptions 
on this campaign in over two 
weeks time. I see no tangible evi- 
dence that the 75,000 subscriptions 
will come in. 


I am not putting my confidence 
primarily in people. If my friends 
should fail me in this matter, I 
would be sad.-But let it be said 
once and for all that our depen- 
dence is upon God. Unless God 
stirs the hearts of people and 
causes them to want to send sub- 
scriptions and to feel that they

In the Bible many significant questions have been asked. 


Let us think of some questions. 


I.— ASKED 


The question God asked in 
Eden’s garden when and where, 
because of the sins of our first 
parents, Despair had pitched his 
black pavillions on man’s sterile 
and blasted estate—‘‘Adam, .. 
where art thou?” (Gen. 3:9). 

The questions asked by God and 
Cain when, in the presence of the 
crimson spots of the blood shed in 
the first murder of earth, ‘‘Where 
is Abel thy brother? and he said, 
I know not: Am I my brother’s 
keeper?” (Gen. 4:9). 

The question asked by Abraham 
—when “there was a strife be- 
tween the herdsmen of Abram’s 
cattle and the herdsmen of Lot’s 
cattle” (Gen. 13: 8,9): “Is not the 
whole land before thee?”’ 

The question God asked Himself 
when, in His purpose to destroy 
Sodom and Gomorrah because of 
their wickedness, He said: “Shall 
I hide from Abraham that thing 
that which I do; Seeing that Abra- 
ham shall surely become a great 
and mighty nation, and all the na- 
tions of the earth shall be blessed 
in him?”

The question—“Why  abodesi 
thou among the sheepfolds, to 
hear the bleatings of the flocks?” 
(Judg. 5:16)—asked by Deborah 
to the Reubenites who remained 
in the quiet and protection of the 
sheepfolds, who did nothing while 
on battlefields others risked their 
lives even unto death. 


The question—“Wherewith shall 
I save Israel?” (Judg. 6:15)— 
asked of the Lord by Gideon to 
whom the Lord made answer: 
“Surely I will be with thee, and 
thou shalt smite’ the Midianites 
as one man” (Judg. 6:16). 

The questions—‘Whom have I 
defrauded? whom have I oppress- 
ed? or of whose hand have I re- 
ceived any bribe to blind mine 
eyes therewith?” (I Sam. 12:3)— 
asked by Samuel of Israel when, 
disparaged and discarded by the 
people whom. he had led so de- 
votedly and served soe#faithfully, 
he began to rehearse to the people 
the deliverance of Jehovah. 

The question—‘Died Abner as 
the fool dieth?” (II Sam. 3:33)— 
when King David, after following 
the bier of Abner, after standing 
by the grave of Abner, lifted up 
his voice and wept at the grave 
of Abner. 

The question—‘‘How long halt 
ye between two opinions?” (I 
Kings 18:21)—asked by Elijah, 
God’s prophet of fire, on Mount 
Carmel in the great challenge to 
and conquest of the prophets of 
Baal. 

The question—“What manner of

CHAPTER Xill 


The Most Mysterious Substance In 
The Universe 


The wonders of protoplasm, the basic material of all liv- 
ing bodies, is a subject well worth our careful study. It is 
the most mysterious substance in the universe. Biologists 
have tried ceaselessly to produce living protoplasm from non- 
living substances. All attempts have signally failed, as we 
would expect them to fail, knowing something of the wonders 
of this amazing maternal. 


The following elements enter) 
into the composition of all hving 
bodies: carbon, hydrogen, oxygen, 
nitrogen, sulphur, phosphorus, 
chiorine, potassium, sodium, cal- 
cium, magnesium, iron, with smal] 
amounts of flourine and iodine in 
some—fourteen in all. 


A living cell is made up of many | 
atoms of earbon, hydrogen, oxy- : 
gen, and nitrogen, with a small; — 
number of atoms of sulphur and 
phosphorus. The diameter.-of the 
living molecule is about one five- 
millionth of an inch, so that a 
speck of Protoplasm one ten-thou- 
sandth of an inch in diameter 
would reqyire not less than 500 
ef such molecules in a row to span 
it, and. there would be no less than 
125,000,000 of such molecules in 
the mass. To hope to create a ba- 
eillus would be as absurd as to ex- 
pect to be able to manufacture a 
human body.

These four processes constitute 
the operation of these microscopic 
bits of protoplasm called cells 
“from which various other tissues 
ultimately formed by a series 


only about one one-hundred-and- 
twenty-fifth of an inch in diame- 
ter. If you would like to know how 
large that is, sharpen a lead pen- 
cil to a fine point, press it gently 
on a piece of paper, and there you 
are. That is our size, by the way, 
as we begin to develop. The man- 
ner in which these cells divide and 
re-divide into countless thousands 
and millions, separating them- 
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selves into various groups to form 
the different tissues-and organs, is 
an astounding miracle of miracles. 

We have mentioned chromatin 
threads, the basis of the chromo- 
gomes. A brief study of these liv- 
ing forms will bring us face to face 
with God. 


Each of us is a complex being, 
different. from every other person 


m|of the past or future. No two 


blades of grass are exact dupli- 
eates; neither are any two minds 
or bodies. Nature varies inherit- 
ance with a mathematical pre- 
cision which prevents the exact 
duplication of any organ. Nearly 
all living things begin with the 
fusing of two sex-cells, one from 
the male and the other from the 
female. This is fertilization, where- 
upon development begins. The sin- 


| gle fertilized cell thus formed di- 


vides into two cells, these into 
four, the four into eight, and so on, 
until in time, there are~milions of 
cells organized into the complete 
unit;~plant or animal, as the case 
may. be. 


These processes form a compli- 
cated chain, -but they go forward 
with miraculous precision to the 
predestined end, and in so doing, 
they give rise to innumerable ques- 
tions. If all living things are thus 
formed, why are they not all alike? 
Why, for example, is John Doe 
six feet’ tall, blue-eyed, with 
straight blond hair, while his 
brother Jim is a bare five-feet-five, 
with dark eyes and curly hair? 
Why. do trees have roots and 
trunks and limbs? Why do fish 


m | have fins instead of hands? Why 


do mules have long ears and prac- 
tically no power of reproduction? 
The fascinating answer to-all these 
questions is in one small word— 
genes. 

The scientific definition of a 
gene is a “minute organic particle, 


’ | capable of reproduction, located in 


a chromosome and responsible for 
the’ transmission of a heriditary 
This definition 
contains only statements of fact 
for which there is sufficient ex- 
perimental evidence to prove them 
beyond reasonable doubt. 


To understand this . definition 
we must begin with a description 
of cells. Cells, then, are no more 
uniform in structure than auto- 
mobiles. They range in size from 
those of the bacteria which are on 
the very limit of microscopic visi- 
bility, to nerve cells several feet 
in length; while in volume they 
range from an infinitesimal nothing 
to that of an ostrich egg. Never- 
theless, they are all alike in many 
respects. All living cells are filled 
with water, and moving through 
‘this water is the substance called 
protoplasm. As we have noticed, 
in this protoplasm is a denser spot 
known as the nucleus. Until a cell 
is ready to split in two, the nu- 
cleus is a tangle of chromatin 
threads. As the cells prepare to 
split, the threads shorten and 
thicken, forming segments whose 
number is characteristic of the 
kind of cell—in man, the number 
is 48. These rod-like segments are 
the chromosomes and are made up 
of strings of genes. If we think of 
a string of beads, we may get a 
clearer idea, the entire string 
standing for the chromosome and 
the individual beads for the sep- 
arate genes. 


The remarkable facts, which 
have just been presented, strongly 
support the great truth which 
these talks stress—the undoubted 
évidences of marvelous plan in 
every detail which we have ex- 
amined. When we think of these 
infinitely small particles of ma- 
terial constituting the essential 
structure of the tiny beads on the 
string, called genes, our imagina- 
tion reels at the intricate and ac- 
rcurately working mechanisms 
whieh carry on their operations 
ceaselessly and with absolute pre- 
cision. These ultra-microscopic bits 
of chromatin tissue seem to have 
a definite program Iaid out for 
them by an unseen Power—a Pow- 
er which they must obey under 
all conditions of environment. They 
appear on the scene, and immedi- 
ately begin their destined career 
without any visible direction; yet 
‘they never make a misstep, pro- 
ceeding from one phase to another 
until their work is done. Then, 
‘they die, are buried, their places 
taken by new groups that suddenly 
enter the struggle, and. carry on as 
their predecessors have done from 
time immemorial. 

Let me ask you again: Is it pos- 
sible to believe-there is not a con- 
trolling Intelligence behind all this

These protoplasmic 
atoms by countless millions have 
been doing their job with meticu- 
lous precision for thousands of 
years. It would be amazing, if we 
could- show that only one gene or 
chromosome could exhibit such 
miraculous powers, but when we 
know that infinite numbers of 
them are performing these won- 
ders constantly, our minds are 
forced to the conclusion there must 
be a God. 

No God of man’s making could 
do these things. Many times the 
Bible directs us to consider the 
works of God and then, when we 
understand what has been done, 
we are asked to worship. Job tells 
us that even the animals, if they 
could speak, would eertainly give 
their testimony in regard to this 
amazing God.

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Graham London Crusade to 
Begin March 1 


The executive committee for the 
forthcoming Billy Graham Greater 
London Crusade has announced 
that final agreement has been 
reached toward the securing of the 
famed Harringay Arena for the 
crusade beginning on March 1. 


This arena, with a seating ca- 
pacity of 11,800 was erected just 
prior to World War II and has be- 
come known as the location of 
some of England’s largest indoor 
circuses, ice hockey games, Ameri- 
can-style rodeos, band concerts, 
etc. 


To direct the crusade an execu- 
tive committee has been organized 
with wide representation from vir- 
tually all areas of London Chris- 
tian activity.

Town, U.S.A.” 

No definite period has been an- 
nounced for the duration of the

Liquor Consumption Reaches 
All-Time High 


WASHINGTON, D. C. (E/P)—“ 


American consumption of alcohol- 
ic beverages reached an all-time 
high in 1952; the National Temper- 
ance League reported here. The 
consumption. amounted to 18.86 
gallons per capita, the temperance 
group said, which is about one pint 
per person higher than the previ- 
ous record set in 1951. Compiled 
from statistics on tax collections, 
the consumption was estimated at 
131 pints of beer, seven pints of 
wine, and approximately _ six 
“fifths” of whiskey per man, wom- 
an, and child in the United States. 
Since the temperance agency be- 
lieves that 40 per cent of Ameri- 
cans never drink, it says that the 
consumption rate of those who do 
is proportionately higher.

The .exponent we speak of is the 
Christian Century, published in 
Chicago. In an editorial of Jan- 
uary 3, 1924, it says: 
“Christianity according to Fun- 
dainentalism is one religion. Chris- 
tianity according to modernism is 


‘another religion. Which is the true 


veligion is the question that is to 
be settled m all probability by our 
generation for further generations. 


“There is .a clash here as pro- 
found and as grim as between 
Christianity and Confucianism. 
Amiable words cannot hide the 
differences. ‘Blest be the tie’ may 
be sung till doomsday but it can- 
not bind these worlds together. 


“The God of the fundamentalist 
#s one God; the God of the mod- 
ernist is another. The Christ of the 
fundamentalist is one Christ; the 
Christ of modernism is another. 
The Bible of fundamentalism is 
one Bible; the Bible of modernism 
«s another. The church, the king- 
dom, the salvation, the consum- 
mation of all things—these are one 
thing to fundamentalists and an- 
other thing to modernists.

I. Because of Some Blessed 
Bible Promises 


How solid is that faith which 
is based upon the clear Word of 
God! The angel of God brought 
Paul a sure message. Paul believed 
God, on His plain word as brought 
by the angel. 

I believe God on the basis of a 
number of Scriptures which He 
has put on my heart and which 
I have reviewed so joyously, re- 
cently. 


1. Many Scriptures Plainly En- 
courage Us to Believe God and 
Promise Great Things to 
Those Who Trust 


Jesus said, in Mark 11:24: 
“Therefore I say unto you, What 
things soever ye desire,, when ye 
pray, believe that ye receive them, 
and ye shall have them.” There is 
a blessed word in the preceding 
verse, “that whosoever .. . shall 
believe that those things which he 
saith shall come to pass; he shall 
have whatsoever he saith.” And 
here He says, “believe that ye 
receive them, and ye shall have 
them.” 


In Mark 9:23 Jesus said to the 
poor man with a devil-possessed 
son, “If thou canst believe, all 
things are possible to him that 
believeth.” That father cried out 
with tears, “Lord, I believe; help 
thou my unbelief.” I make this 
same plea today. I believe God, 
whatever doubts and fears, what- 
ever temptations there are. I claim 
this promise. 

Again in Matthew 21:22, Jesus 
gave this blessed promise: “And 
all things, whatsoever ye shall ask 
in prayer, believing, ye shall re- 
ceive.” | 

These Scriptures encourage us 
to ask anything we wish providing 
faith rises in the heart to claim 
God's blessing. 

Now, as I examine my own heart 
I do not have much faith. I can- 
not say that faith has become cer- 
tainty—but then would it not have 
ceased to be faith if it were cer- 
tainty? I am not claiming perfect 
faith but I do claim the faith of 
that father who said, “Lord, I 
believe; help thou my unbelief.” 

At least we have had faith 
enough to undertake it. At least 
we have had faith enough to en- 
list others. At least we have had 
faith to announce to the world our 
aim. We have been willing to risk 
ourselves, our labor, our reputa- 
tion, all on this matter. Surely 
God sees in our efforts some faith 
like a grain of mustard seed. So I 
am basing my faith on the promis- 
es of God. I say, “I believe God.” 
He will not fail us! 


2. It Strengthens My Faith that 
the Scriptures Promise What- 
ever We Ask in Jesus’ 
Name We Shall Receive 
The night that He was betrayed 
Jesus said to His disciples: “‘And 


whatsoever ye shall ask in my}. 


name, that will I do, that the 
Father may be glorified in the 
Son. If ye shall ask anything in 
my name, I will do it” (John 14:13, 
14). 

And Jesus said a similar thing 
and very blessed, in John 16:24: 
“Hitherto have ye asked nothing 
in my name: ask, and ye shall re- 
ceive, that your joy may be full.” 

Of course our frail and deceit- 
ful hearts encourage us to want 
things for our own sake. Surely 
there are none of us but need to 
search our hearts and earnestly 
plead with God that He will keep 
selfish and wicked motives out of 
the way. 


But surely getting out the Gos- 
pel to every state in the union, to 
eighty foreign countries is for Je- 
sus’ sake. Surely the aims we earn- 
estly seek will please Him. He 
wants Christians to grow in grace. 


He wants Christians to be kept 
from false doctrine. He wants 
preachers set on fire to win souls. 
He wants people taught about the 
second coming of Christ, about the 
power of the Holy Spirit, about 
personal soul winning. He wants 
people, safeguarded from heresies 
and false cults. He wants people 
to learn to pray. The blessed aims 
and, thank God the proven re- 
sults, of THE SWORD OF THE LORD 
are such as put it within the scope 
of these promises. It is “in Jesus’ 
name” that we are asking God to 
help us enlarge the ministry of 
THE SWORD OF THE LORD. 


May the dear Lord search our 
hearts and purify every motive. 
May He rebuke any sin of self-will 
or self-seeking. That may He then, 
in His mercy, and for His own 
great name’s sake, stir the hearts 
of Christians to help us spread the 
Gospel and get out THE SworD OF 
THE LorD to multiplied thousands 
of others!

It has 
burned as we preached in great 
revival campaigns over America, 
aS we wept over sinners and plead- 
ed with them and helped to win 
them back to God’s grace. That 
motive of getting out the Gospel 
to every creature has been with us 
as we spread the Gospel through 
our Free Literature Fund. And 
that same motive has been back 
of all the urgent planning, writing, 
working and all the _ sacrificial 
giving which God has blessed in 
spreading THE SWORD OF THE LORD. 

And now with that Great Com- 
mission there is a promise, “.. . 
and, lo, I am with you alway, even 
unto the end of the world” (Matt. 
28:20). Jesus Christ promised to 
be with the apostles, and with 
everyone else who set out to get 
the Gospel to all the world, to 
make disciples in every nation, to 
spread the Word of God with pow- 
er. He promised! I believe Him! 


In darkest Africa David Living- 
stone said that he could not have 
gone on, through the dark forests, 
through the heathendom of black- 
est Africa, opening the way for 
missionaries in the midst of pov- 
erty, sickness, constant danger and 
loneliness—he could not have gone 
on but for one thing, he said, “I 
had the promise of a perfect gen- 
tleman who said, ‘And, lo, I am 
with you alway, even unto the end 
of the world,” and Livingstone 
said, “Jesus Christ never broke a 
promise and I will rely upon His 
word. He is a perfect gentleman.”’ 

No one who is laboring hard will 
ever find that Jesus Christ breaks 
His promise. He is one person who 
is faithful. And I believe Him! 


4. The Bible Clearly Encourages 
Us to Ask Tremendous 
Things From God 


One does not honor God to ask 
only small things. God is not lim- 
ited in His resources nor in His 
mercy. He has both the power and 
the willingness to do tremendous 
things. He is not limited by human 
circumstances. God can do the im- 
probable as well as the probable. 
He can do the hard as well as the 
easy. God can save a drunken in- 
fidel as easily as He can save a 
child. Many Scriptures teach this 
truth, that we ought to ask big 
things of God. 

Read Psalm 81:10. “I am the 
Lord thy God, which brought thee 
out of the land of Egypt: open thy 
mouth wide, and I will fill it.” 
Here we are taught that the mir- 
acle-working God, the God who 
brought the plagues in Egypt, the 
God who caused the Red Sea to 
open wide for the children of 
Israel and then to close on Pha- 


raoh and drown him; the God who 
fed manna from Heaven every day 
and the God who brought water 
out of a rock—that God is able to 
answer big prayers! He said, “O- 
pen thy mouth wide, and I will fill 
it.” 

However others may feel about 
our attempt to get 75,000 subscrip- 
tions by March 31, that number is 
not big in God’s sight. It is a 
trifle, a simple, easy thing to God. 
Our plan to have 200,000 paid sub- 
scriptions by September 28 is not 
startling nor troublesome to God. 
God has done more than that mary 
a time. His treasury is not bank- 
rupt, His arm is not shortened, His 
ear is not heavy! And God invites 
us not only to nibble, but to open 
eur mouths wide and let Him fill 
them. On such promises I come to 
make my request today. 


Again in Jeremiah 32:26, 27 we 
read: “Then came the word of the 
Lord unto Jeremiah saying, Be- 
hold, I am the Lord, the God of 
all flesh: is there any thing too 
hard for me?” Here is the plain 
statement. Our God is the God of 
all flesh. He can move any heart. 
He can make saints or sinners do 
what He wants them to do. And 
God asks the solemn, challenging 


question, “Is there any thing too| _ P 
hard for me?”

“No!” and I believe God.

Don’t you see that the Scrip- 
tures encourage us to ask great 
things from God? 


II. I Believe God Because of 
Many Bible Examples 


We are told that familiarity 
with the Bible is the source of 
faith in God. “So that faith cometh 
by hearing, and hearing by the 
word of God” (Rom. 10:17). Hear- 
ing the Word of God, or reading it 
ourselves, develops faith. 

A study of Bible examples gives 
a blessed stimulus to faith. For 
the Scripture plainly says that God 
is no respector of persons. When 
we learn that under certain cir- 
cumstances men in the Bible 
risked God, stuck out their necks, 
relied upon Him, and learned that 
He blessedly met their need, heard 
their cry, came to their rescue, 
it encourages us likewise to try 
God out and prove Him. 


1. Abraham Believed God 


Abraham is called the father of 
all them that believed. We are told 
that Abraham believed God, “and 
he counted it to him for righteous- 
ness” (Gen. 15:6). Abraham went 
out from Ur of the Chaldees by 
faith, not knowing wither he went. 

Last night I read again how 
Abraham, in response to the plain 
command of God, took the prec- 
ious child of the promise, Isaac, 
“thine only son Isaac, whom thou 
lovest,” God said, and offered him 
a sacrifice on Mount Moriah. And 
the whole story is a challenging 
story of faith, told in Genesis 
22:1-14. After Abraham had gone 
the three days’ journey and saw 
the place of sacrifice afar off, then 
“Abraham said unto his young 
men, Abide ye here with the ass; 
and I and the lad will go yonder 
and worship, and come again to 
you” (vs. 5). 

‘Here we find Abraham promis- 
ing that both he and the lad, 
Isaac, would come back to the 
servants at the foot of the hill. 
He was going to kill Isaac, and 
yet he promised that Isaac would 
return with him! 

That faith is explained further 
in Hebrews 11:17-19. There we 
read: “By faith Abraham, when he 
was tried, offered up Isaac: and 
he that had received the promises 
offered up his only begotten son. 
Of whom it was said,.That in 
Isaac shall thy seed be called: 
Accounting that God was able to 
raise him up, even from the dead; 
from whence also he received him 
in a figure.” — | 

It was “by faith” that Abraham 
offered Isaac. He counted that 
God was able to raise Isaac up 
from the dead, and he went for- 
ward in obedience to kill his son. 
He promised the servants that 
both he and the lad would come 
back down the hill to meet the 
servants! 

Someone who reads this will one 
day be called to step out into the 


dark to face what seems to be 


certain ruin, the loss of all things 
dear, in the answer to the plain 
leading of God, or going on the 
authority of the Scriptures. Well, 
make sure that you are doing 
exactly what God said do, and then 
believe God! God is able to raise

the Giant Goliath 


We think it would do every 
reader good to go back and read in 
I Samuel 17 that thrilling, marvel- 
ous, faith-building story of how 
the shepherd boy David faced the 
mighty giant, Goliath, by faith, 
and killed him and_ delivered 
Israel! 


It went against all the laws of 
probability. It discounted human 
experience, the opinions of war- 
riors. But David said that there 
was an adequate cause. David said 
that God had been with him be- 
fore, when he had been respon- 
sible for the sheep and he had 
smitten the bear and the lion, 
and saved the lamb from their 
mouths. Now this blaspheming 
giant had defied the armies of the 
living God and David said, “The 
Lord that delivered me out of the 
paw of the lion, and out of the 
paw of the bear, he will deliver 


And David, with his sling and 
five smooth stones, faced the giant 
and said, “Thou comest to me 
with a sword, and with a spear, 
and with a shield: but I come: to 
thee in the name of the Lord of 
hosts, the God of the armies of 
Israel, whom thou has defied. This 
day will the Lord deliver thee into 
mine hand...” (I Sam. 17:45,46). 
And it came to pass as the boy’s 
faith claimed it! 


Thank God, the Lord of Israel, 
the God who would not leave that 
lad to be defeated and shamed, 
will not desert those. who trust 
Him today! 


4. The Three Hebrew Children In 
the Fiery Furnace Encourage 
Christians to Believe God 


A faith-encouraging story is told 
in Daniel, chapter 3. There three 
Hebrew young men, Shadrach, 
Meshach, and Abednego, captives 
in far-off Babylon, were command- 
ed to bow down before the great 
golden image erected by Nebu- 
chadnezzar in the plain of Dura. 
But when the music sounded and 
the multitude. bent low, three 
strong young figures stood boldly 
upright! 

They were threatened with 
death in a firey furnace but they 
answered, .“‘O Nebuchadnezzar, we 
are not careful to answer thee in 
this matter. If it be so, our God 
whom we serve is able to deliver 
us from the burning fiery furnace, 
and he will deliver us out of thine 
hand, O king. But if not, be it 
known unto thee, O king, that we 
will not serve thy gods, nor wor- 
ship the golden image which thou 
hast set up.” (Dan. 3:16-18). 

The furious king demanded that 
the furnace be heated seven times 
hotter than usual and the three 
Jewish lads were bound and cast 
into the midst of it. But no harm 
befell them; the ropes that bound 
them were simply burned off and 
the astonished king saw walking 
in the furnace with these Hebrew 
lads, “one like unto the Son of 
God.” 

The penitent king called them 
forth and made a decree that any- 
body who spoke against the God 
of Shadrach, Meshach, and Abed-

that can deliver after this sort.” 
How this blessed true story en- 
courages us.to trust the God who 
delivered Shadrach, Meshach, and 
Abednego! 

We remember that God is no 
respector of persons. What He 
did for others, in like circum- 
stances He will do for every per- 
son who will trust Him. God never 
leaves His own. He never lets 
faith go unrewarded! 

So Bible examples of God's 
faithfulness to answer those who 
trusted Him and risked all on His 
Word, encourage us to trust the 
Lord. He will not despise our 
labor, our holy zeal, our faith in 
asking for great things! 


Ill. I Believe God Because of 
His Dealings In the Past 


It is a blessed thing to have 
God as an old and tried friend. I 
can say with David, “Because he 
hath inclined: his ear unto me, 
therefore will I call upon him as 
long as I live” (Psa. 116:2).

Tens of thousands 
of sinners have walked down the 
aisles, have taken my hand, have 
told me that they would turn to 
Jesus Christ and trust Him as 
Saviour. Drunkards, harlots, in- 
fidels, Catholics, Jews, modernists 


have been saved. God has protect- |, 


ed me in the ministry of plain, 
sharp preaching when many were 
angry. God has opened doors when 
men would have shut them. God 
has given results which seemed 
humanly impossible. Praise His 
name, He has brought back great 
city-wide revivals, mass evangel- 
ism in a way that almost no one 
thought possible. I have proven, 
thank God, that He is on the side 
of those who strive with tears and 
holy unselfishness to carry out the 
Great Commission and get the sav- 
ing Gospel to lost sinners and call 
God’s people back to the Bible 
and New Testament Christianity 
in the power of the Holy Spirit.

Il.—AGREEMENTS 


We know that two can not walk 
together except they be agreed 
(Amos 3:3). We know that when 
the chief priests and all the coun- 
cil sought for witness against 
Jesus to put Him to death, many 
bare false witness against Jesus, 
but their witness agreed not to- 
gether. 

“And there arose certain, and 
bare false witness against him, 
saying, We heard him say, I will 
destroy this temple that is made 
with hands, and within three. days 
I will build another made without 
hands. But neither so did their 
witness agree together.’—Mark 
14:57-59. 

We know that Jesus, speaking 
of how the new does not agree 
with the old, said: 

“No man putteth a piece of a 
new garment upon an old; if 
otherwise, then both the new 
maketh a rent, and the piece that 
was taken out of the new agreeth 
not with the old.”—Luke 5:36. 

We know that when Paul, bound 
with chains, met with the chief 
of the Jews, “to whom he ex- 
pounded and testified the kingdom 
of God, persuading them concern- 
ing Jesus, both out of the law of 
Moses and out of the prophets, 
from morning till evening,” there 
was disagreement among the Jews. 
“And some believed the things 
which were spoken, and some be- 
lieved not. And when they agreed 
not among themselves, they de- 
parted” (Acts 28:24,25). 

We know that the temple of 
God has no agreement with idols 
and that light has no agreement 
with darkness—even as has Christ 
no concord with Belial, even as he 
that believeth hath no part with 
an infidel (II Cor. 6:14-16). 

We know that Isaiah said: “And 
your covenant with death shall be 
disannulled, and your agreement 
with hell shall not stand” (Isa. 28: 
18). 

But not of disagreements but of 
man’s absolute agreements do we 
speak—the agreement human be- 
ings have, if they believe God’s 
Word. Just as people are to heed 
the word of Jesus to “agree with 
thine adversary quickly” (Matt. 
0:20); just as people are to be 
wise by remembering that“. . . if 
two of you shall agree on earth 
as touching anything that they 
Shall ask, it shall be done for them 
of my Father which is in heaven” 
(Matt. 18:19); just as Peter's 
speech agreed that he was a 
Galilean (Mark 14:70); just as 
truly as in the days when Jesus 
had healed the man born blind, 
“the Jews had agreed already, 
that if any man did confess that 
he was Christ, he should be put 
out of the synagogue” (John 9: 
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ers that are the loveliest, 


22); just as surely as Ananias and 
Sapphira, his wife, “agreed to- 
gether to tempt the Spirit of the 
Lord” (Acts 5:9); just as certainly 
as the people listened to and a- 
greed to the counsel of Dr. Gamal- 
iel (Acts 5: 34,40); just as wisely 
as the words of the prophets agree 
to Simeon’s words that “God at 
the first did visit the Gentiles to 
take out of them a people for his 
name” (Acts 15:14), so there are 
some realities about which all of 
uS agree. 


The Apostle John wrote: 


“For there are three that bear 
record in heaven, the Father, the 
Word, and the Holy Ghost: and 
these three are one. And there are 
three that bear witness in earth, 
the spirit, and the water, and the 
blood: and these three agree im 
—I John 5:7,8. 


So, though in a Jess wondrous 
way, do many have agreement as 
to some realities we need to think 
upon soberly and sensibly. 

Just as surely as fire is always

Paul said: “ 


“All flesh is not the same flesh: 
but there is one kind of flesh of 
men, another flesh of beasts, an- 
other of fishes, and another of 
birds. There are also celestial 
bodies, and bodies terrestrial: but 
the glory of the celestial is one, 
and the glory of the terrestrial is 
another. There is one glory of the 
sun, and. another glory of the 
moon, and another glory of the 
stars: for one star differeth from 
another star in glory.’—I Cor. ‘15: 
39-41. 

So also do we have to say that 
one person differeth from another 
person in agreements and disa- 
greements. Many did not agree 
with what Jenner believed as to 
his smallpox vaccine. Many did 
not agree with what Professor 
Morse said about his telegraph. 
Many did not agree with Cyrus 
Fields’-declarations about his pro- 
posed Atlantic Cable—and the 
cable was denounced as “a mad 
freak of stubborn ignorance.” 

Many did not agree with what 
Mr. Harvey made known about the 
circulation of blood. So many had 
no agreement with Alexander 
Graham Bell’s proposed planto 
send the human voice across great 
distances over a wire—.and he was 
called a mad man for his pro- 
posals. Many did noi agree with 
Cyrus McCormick’s . statements 
about the self-binding reaper-— 
and his first reaper was called “a 


| cross between a chariot, a wheel- 


barrow, and a flying machine.” 


Qnce Jesus prayed: ‘Father, 
glorify thy name. Then came there 
a voice from heaven, saying, I 
have. both glorified it, and will 
glorify it again” (John 12:28). 

And we read of how those who 
heard did not agree.

Paul and Silas came to Thessa- 
lonica—‘“‘where was a synagogue 
of the Jews.” 


“And Pail, as his manner was, 
went in unto them, and three sab- 
bath days reasoned with them out 
of the scriptures, Opening and al- 
leging, that Christ must needs 
have suffered, and risen again 
from the dead; and that this 
Jesus, whom I preach unto you, is 
Christ. And some of them believed, 
consorted with Paul and Silas; 
and-of the devout Greeks a great 
multitude, and of the chief women 
not a few. But the Jews which be- 
lieved not, moved with envy, took 
unto them certain lewd fellows of 
the baser sort, and gathered a 
company, and set all the city on 
an uproar, and assaulted the house 
of Jason, and sought to bring 
them out to the people.”—Acts

Here we find those who gladly 
and gratefully agreed with what 
Paul taught. 

Here we find, too, those who 
evilly and maliciously disagreed 
with his teachings. 

So has it ever been—about many 
folks and many things. 

So it is today. 

But there are many things about 
which we human beings do agree 
—no matter what, no matter whe, 
no matter when, no matter where 
—if we believe the Word of God.

on this earth, no matter where we 
live, no matter how long we live, 
no matter with whom we live. 
Our agreement as to this. truth 
is so strong and absolute that no 
argument and no persuasion is 
necessary to get us to see alike 
and to agree as to this fact. 


We all agree that we live on this 
earth—not in the sun, not in the 
moon, not in some distant planet, 
not m some other world. If we 
ever comfort a heart, if we ever 
bless a life, if we ever lessen the 
sum of human anguish, if we ever 
carry through plans, if we ever 
complete a reform, if we ever 
reach a high goal, if we ever see 
ideas pass from desires to deeds, 
if we ever win people to faith in 
Jesus, if. we ever lighten the load 
for a burdened one, if we ever 
brighten a road that has grown 
dark for somebody, it will be here 
on this earth. Just as birds build 
their nests in trees, just as fishes 
swim in seas, just as rivers flow 
to seas, just as wild animals live 
in the jungles of Africa, just as 
grains ripen under the warm 
kisses of the sun,—so we must 
live our lives on earth—not in 
Jupiter, not in Mars, not in Ura- 
nus. Nowhere but here on earth 
must we live our lives.

The 
days of our years are three-score 
years and ten; and if by reason 
of strength they be fourscore 
years, yet is their strength labour 
and sorrow; for it is soon cut off, 
and we fly away.’—Psa. 90:9,10. 

All men agree with what David 
said as to the measure of our 
days: 

“Behold, thou hast made my 
days as an handbreadth; and mine 
age is as nothing before thee: 
verily every man at his best state 
is altogether vanity. Selah. Surely 
every man walketh.in a vain 
shew: surely they are disquieted 
in vain: he heapeth up riches, and 
knoweth not who shall gather 
them.”—Psa. 39:5,6. 

And nobody lifts up any voice 
of disagreement as to what Solo- 
mon wrote: ‘For wisdom is a de- 
fence and money is a defence: but 
the excellency of knowledge is, 
that wisdom giveth life to them 
that have it” (Eccles. 7:12). 

And nobody disputes what Heze- 
kiah said—after he had been sick, 
and was recovered of his sickness: 

“Mine age is departed, and is 
removed from me as a shepherd’s 
tent: I have cut off like a weaver 
my life: he will cut me off with 
pining sickness: from day even 
to night wilt thou make an end 
of me.”—Isa. 38:12, 

And no men in any realm of 
life disagree with Job who said: 

“Man that is born of a woman 
is of few days, and full of trouble. 
He cometh forth like a flower, 
and is cut down: he fleeth also 
as @ shadow, and continueth not” 
—Job 1431,2. 

“My days are swifter than a 
weavers shuttle, and are spent 
uithout hope. O remember that 
my life is wind: mine eye shall no 
more see good.”—Job 7:6,7. 

Not one-man on earth can 
truthfully disagree with these 
words of the psalmist: =- 
“My days are like a shadow 
that declineth and I am withered 
like grass.”—Psa. 102:11. 

“As for man, his days are as 
grass: as a flower of the field, so 
he flourisheth. For the wind pass- 
eth over it, and it is gone; and 
the place thereof shall know it 
no more. But the mercy of the 
Lord is from everlasting to ever- 
lasting upon them that fear him, 
and his righteousness unto child- 
ren’s children; to such as keep his 
covenant, and to those that re- 
member his commandments to do 
them.”’—Psa. 103:15-18. 

“Lord, what is man, that thou 
takest knowledge of him! or the 
son of man, that thou makest ac- 
count of him! Man is like to van- 
ity: his days are as a shadow that 
passeth away.’—Psa.

Nobody can sensibly disagree 
with the prophet Isaiah, who 
wrote:

flower fadeth: because the spirit 
of the Lord bloweth upon it: sure-

he shall pass away. For the sun 
is no sooner risen with a burning 
heat, but it withereth the grass, 
and the flower thereof falieth, and 
the grace of the fashion of it per- 
isheth: so also shall the rich man 
fade away inthis ways. ?_.. Jag, 1:9 
x:

of fog driven swiftly away by a 
cyclonic wind. 

Life at its longest on this earth 
is, as,to duration, just a passing 
shadow. At its longest and hap- 
piest, life on this earth is just a 
burst of music down a busy street. 
At its longest and saddest, life on 
this earth is just a quick sob in 
the night. 

Yes, on this earth, life, as to 
duration, is just as one lightning- 
swift swing of the pendulum of 
the clock of time—just the glimpse 
of a passing ship, just as the stay 
of the postman at your door, just 
as a snowflake on a river, “a 
moment seen then gone forever.” 

Not only so. All men agree that

In the Bible we read: 

“And it came to pass a long 
time after that the Lord had given 
rest unto Israel from all their 
enemies round about, that Joshua 
waxed old and stricken in age. 
And Joshua called for all Israel, 
and for their elders, and for their 
heads, and for their judges, and 
for their officers, and said unto 
them, I am old and stricken in 
age.”—Josh. 23:1,2. 

Joshua urged the people to take 
good heed unto themselves and to 
love the Lord their God (Josh. 23: 
11). Then he said: 


“And, behold, this day I am go- 
ing the way of all earth. ”— Josh. 
23:14, 


And Joshua went the way of all 
the earth—even as Sarah, at 127 
years of. age, died in Hebron in 
the land of Canaan and was bur- 
ied out of Abraham’s sight “in 
the cave of the field of Machpelah 
before Mamre’”’ (Gen. 23:19). 


As it was with Joshua, so it was 
with Abraham concerning whom it 
was written: “‘And these are the 
days of the years of Abraham's 
life which he lived, an hundred 
threescore and fifteen years. Then 
Abraham gave up the ghost, and 
died in a good old age, an old man, 
and full of years; and was gath- 
ered to his people (Gen. 25:7,8). 

As it was with Abraham who 
left this earth—leaving all his gold 
and silver and cattle behind—so 
it was with Isaac who went the 
way of all the earth: 


“And the days of Isaac were an 
hundred and fourscore years. And 
Isaac gave up the ghost, and died, 
and was gathered unto his people, 
being old and full of days.’— 
Gen. 35:28,29. 


As it was with Isaac, so it was 
with Jacob, who lived in Egypt 
seventeen years, and whose death 
encounter is. described, in part, 
in these words: 

“And the time drew. nigh that 
Israel must die: and he called his 
son Joseph and said.unto him, If 
now I have found*grace in thy 
sight, put, I pray thee, thy hand 
under my thigh, and deal kindly 
and truly with me; bury me not, 
I pray thee, in Egypt: But I will 
lie with my fathers, and thou shalt 
carry me out of Egypt, and bury 


me in their buryingplace. And he\@ 


said, I will do as thou hast said. 
And he said, Swear unto me. And 
he sware unto him, And Israel 
bowed himself upon the bed’s 
head.”—Gen, 47:29-31. 


“And Israel beheld Joseph’s 
sons, and said, Who are these? 
And Joseph said unto his father, 
They are my sons, whom God hath 
given me in this place. And he 
said, Bring them, I pray thee, un- 
to me, and I will bless them. Now 
the eyes of Israel were dim for

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and place and power in Egypt with 
him. 


“And Joseph said unto his breth- 
ren, I die: and God will surely 
visit you, and bring you out of 
this land unto the land which he 
sware to Abraham, to Isaac, and 
to Jacob. And Joseph took an oath 
of the children of Israel, saying, 
God will surely visit you, and ye 
shall carry wp my bones from 
hence. So Joseph died, being an 
hundred and ten years old: and 
they embalmed him, and he was 
put in a coffin in Egypt.’—Gen. 
50 : 24-26. 

As Joseph’s body was embalmed 
and put in a coffin, as have the 
bodies of millions since then, so 
was King Soul’s body, lifeless by 
a suicidal sword, headless by the 
sword of the Philistines, fastened 
to the wall of Beth-shan by the 
enemies of God and the bones 
thereof buried by valiant men 
under a tree at Jabesh (I Sam. 
31:6-13). 

We read, too, how this truth 
was illustrated in the life of David. 

“Now the days of David drew 
nigh that he should die; and he 
charged Solomon his son, saying, 
I go the way of all the earth: be 
thou strong therefore, and shew 
thyself a man .... So David 
slept with his fathers, and was 


‘buried in the city of David. And 


the days that David reigned over 
Israel were forty years: seven 
years reigned he in Hebron, and 
thirty and three years reigned he 
in Jerusalem.”—I Kings 2:1,2; 10, 
11. 

And as David left this earth— 
taking no throne, no crown, no 
scepter, no rich apparel, no money 
with him—so did Solomon. “And 
the time that Solomon reigned in 
Jerusalem over all Israel was 
forty years. And Solomon slept 
with his fathers, and was buried 
in the city of David his father: 
and Rehoboam his son reigned in 
his stead” (I Kings 11:42,43). 

As with Solomon so with Jero- 
boam. ‘‘And the days which Jero- 
boam reigned were two and 
twenty years: and he slept with 
his fathers, and Nadab his son 
— in his stead” (I Kings 14: 

As with these we mention, 
who left the earth, as with mil- 
lions who have lived on earth, 
and have left earth taking nothing 
with them, so shall we who are 
alive today leave this earth (if 
Jesus tarry in His coming) and 
take nothing with us—because the 
end shall be at the appointed time, 
because the Bible says:

4. To Spend Eternity in One 
of Two Places 


The two places we have in mind 
are Hell and Heaven. Both are 
places and both.are eternal. Both 
are certainties and both are eter- 
nal. Both permit entrance but no 
departure. When once in Hell, for- 
ever in Hell. When once in 
Heaven, forever in Heaven. 


Hell, the Eternal Home of the 
Unsaved 


Nobody can believe the Bible 
and not believe in Hell as an ac- 
utality too terrible for words to 
describe. And if the supposition 
be that all the terrible language 
descriptive of Hell is figurative, 
how awful must be the actuality 
to which all the fingers of all 
figures point. 

“And cast ye the unprofitable 
servant into outer darkness: there 
shall be weeping and gnashing of 
teeth.”—Matt.. 25:30. 

“As therefore the tares are 
gathered and burned in the fire; 
so shall it be in the end of this 
world. The Son of man shall send 
forth his angels, and they shall 
gather out of his kingdom all 
things that offend, and them 
which do iniquity; And shall cast 
them into the furnace of fire: 
there shall be wailing and gnash- 
ing of teeth.’—Matt. 13:40-42. 

“Then shall he say also unto 
them on the left hand, Depart 
from me, ye cursed, into everlast- 
ing fire, ~ ‘epared for the devil 
and his angels.”—Matt. 25:41. 

“And fear not them which kill 
the body, but are not able to kill 
the soul: but rather fear him 
which is able to destroy both soul 
and body in hell.’’—Matt. 10:28. 

“And whosoever was not found 
written wm the book of life was 
cast into the lake of fire.’—Rev. 
20:15, 


Dwight L. Moody, who took one 
continent in one hand and another 
continent in the other hand and 
rocked them both toward God, 
said: “‘The same Christ that tells 
us of Heaven with all its glories, 
tells us of Hell with all its hor- 
rors; and no one will accuse 
Christ of drawing this picture to 
terrify people, or to alarm them, 
if it were not true.” 

It was Jesus who said: 


“And if thy hand offend thee, 
cut it off: it is better for thee to 
enter into life maimed, than hav- 
ing two hands to go into hell, into 
the fire that never’ shall be 
quenched: Where their worm dieth 
not and the fire is not quenched. 
And if thy foot offend thee, cut 
it off: it is better for thee to 
enter halt into life, than having 
two feet to be cast into hell, into 
the fire that never shall be 
quenched: . And if thine eye 
offend thee, pluck it out: it is 
better for thee to enter into the 
kingdom of God with one eye, 
than having two eyes to.be cast 
into hell fire: where their worm 
dieth not, and the fire is not 
quenched”—Mark 9:43-48: 

And we should never be so base 
and ignorant as to accuse Jesus of 
speaking such solemn words to 
frighten people about such a place 
of torment and an eternity of 
such horror that did not exist and 
will fever exist. Knowing that 
retribution is a reasonable and 
moral necessity, knowing that the 
nature of sin offers no hope of 
its own punishing consequences 
ever ending, knowing that the 
teaching of Jesus makes it clear 
that Hell is a place as well as a 
condition, we agree with what Dr. 
Henry Van Dyke preached on sey- 
eral occasions: “Forebodings of 
wrath to come are as instructive 
and universal among men as a 
belief in God and in the immortal- 
ity of the soul. It is as impossible 
to eliminate it from Christian be- 
lief as it is to vote pain out of the 
world or to abolish sickness by an 
act of congress.” 


Once—years ago, when we were 


speaking from the same platform 
at a Bible Conference—I heard Dr. 
John Roach Straton speak these 
strong words: “Either God is a 
fool or God is immoral or God is 
weak if He has provided no Hell 
for violators of righteous law.” 
Knowing - that the argument

ghastly horrors, are shut<up in. 


Hell’s dungeons to weep 

by mercy forever, we speak to 
warn. Knowing that Hell is no 
nightmare of a disordered brain, 
no nightmare of medieval dark- 
ness, no erroneous accusation to 
the truth of God’s Word, Sam 
Jones declared that Hell is the 
legitimate end of a sinful and 
Christ-rejecting life—and that 
every sinner carries his own brim- 
stone with him. 


Remembering that the doctrine 
of Hell was taught by our Lord 
Himself—and though taught with 
a great reservation and also with 
most solemn emphasis, we say 
that Hell is a philosophical neces- 
sity—because Hell is a matter of 
revelation from God Himself. 
When we remember that the 
Saviour spoke more solemnly of 
Hell than anyone else ever spoke, 
we have, for all who accept the 
teaching of Jesus, an incontrover- 
tible argument for the existence 
of such a place of doom. And, as 
one wise man said, though I. take 
from or add to. the words some; 
what, those who rail at Christ's 
ministers as cruel, malignant, ig- 
norant; as dolts delighting in hu- 
man suffering because they repeat 
the words of Jesus—the accusa- 
tions of these critical railers. are 
not against the ministers them- 
selves but as well suited to dis- 
honor and villify the character of 
Jesus. 


Knowing that Jesus did not lie 
when He spake of unquenchable 
fire, knowing that the Son of God 
does not picture a he when He 
shows us the rich man lifting up 
his eyes in torments.and begging 
a drop of water to cool his parched 
tongue, knowing that Jesus was 
too tender and wise to borrow up 
the souls of men with. lying pic- 
tures of that which never did and 
does not now exist, we think of 
how terrible the. companionship of 
Hell as expressed in these words: 

“But the fearful, and wnbeliev- 
ing, and the abominable, and mur- 
derers, and whoremongers, and 
sorcerers, and idolaters, and all 
liars, shall have their part in the 
lake vepith burneth with fire and 
brimstones: which is the second 
death.’’—Reyv. 21:8. 


These ‘words just sum up the 


list of wicked persons Paul. men- - 


tions.in Romans 1:29-31: 


“Being filled with all unright- 
eousness, fornication, wickedness, 
covetousness, maliciousness ; 
of envy, murder, debate, deceit, 
malignity; whisperers, Backbiters, 
haters of God, despiteful, proud, 
boasters, inventors of evil things, 
disobedient to parents, Without 
understanding, covenant-breakers, 
without natural. affection, im- 
placable, unmerciful.” Romans 1: 
29-31. 

And let us not forget that Hell 
is a place eternal—a place from 
which there is do' departure, no 
exit ever! Once in Hell, always in 
Hell. Once there, always there. 
Once in, never out. 

I read last year of how a felon 
escaped from prison—after digging 
off and on for two years. Hear the 
account as given by the Associated 
Press: 


“A slender, 39-year-old con- 
vict escapel from the state peni- 
tentiary during predawn dark- 
ness through a narrow, 170-foot 
tunnel that took him two years 
to dig. Warden Edwin T. Swen- 
son said the escapee was Joseph 
Holmes, a Baltimore Negro serv- 
ing 20 years for burglary. 
“It’s the most fantastic escape 
I’ve ever head of’ the warden 
said. He said it must have taken 
Holmes two years to burrow to 
freedom. 

‘He gave this explanation of 
the break: Holmes loosened a 
piece of square slate, about two 


feet square and cracked through - 


10 inches of concrete before he 
reached dirt. There he burrowed 
at a downward angle for 10 feet, 
then leveled off under the mass- 
ive stone wall and a dry moat 


and then dug 30 feet up. The 


tunnel emerged in a grassy plot 
with only a seven-foot fence be- 
tween the opening and freedom. 
It was only a short stroll from 
there to his mother’s home on 
Preston St. 

“Near the middle of the tun- 
nel was a small ‘room’ about 
three feet wide and six feet

“6. Climb over a $1-foot wall.”

Ill.—ACTION? 


With all the earnestness of the 
Philippian jailor who asked: 
“What shall I do to be saved?”, 
we should ask, “What then shall 
I. do in view of this serious ques- 
tion, the sober answer, and the 
sensible agreements we have con- 
sidered ?”’ 

We should act with the reason- 
able faith which Abraham had— 
a faith which was prompt, obedient, 
heroic, as “he went out not know- 
ing whither he went” . as “he 
looked for a_ city which hath 
foundations, whose builder and 
maker is God” (Heb. 11:10). As 
Abraham’s faith was prompt, so 
should ours be. 

Since preparation for Heaven 
must be begun and finished in 
this world, we should act as did 
Moses who chose to suffer afflic- 
tion with the people of God, rather 
than to enjoy the pleasures of 
sin for a season (Heb. 11:25,26). 


Acknowledging solemnly that we 
can not escape the condemnation 
and pollution of sin, the wrath. of 
God, and the damnation of Hell 
—hbeing persuaded to believe that 
we cannot escape the fearful re- 
tributions of the future if we neg- 
lect the salvation of Christ, we 
should give no heed to the doubts 
of the skeptic, the scoffs of the 
infidel, and the false assumptions 
of human speculations. What we 
do, we must do quickly. 

since the salvation and justifica- 
tion of every sinner depends on his 
personal faith in Jesus Christ, no 
Sinner can gain anything by delay. 
As in the days of old, a man 
who had killed another unwitting- 
ly, hastened to one of the cities 
of refuge, so we should hasten to 
accept the Son of God. The con- 
ditions of salvation are not to be 
compared with the great salvation 
itself, 

As one hastens from a sinking 
ship to the rescue of a lifeboat 
—as one who hesitates not to seek 
a near-by shelter when the tor- 
nado approaches, as one who hur- 
ries down the fire escape when 
the fire rages, let all the overtures 
of God’s mercy and love and the 
terror of a Christless deathbed 
and a Christless coffin and a 
Christless grave and a Christless 
eternity, urge you to hasten now 
to do the right thing with Jesus. 

The God of all grace poured out 
wrath upon the sinless Christ. 
Forsaken was He that our sins 
might be forgiven and forgotten. 
He received the wages of sin 
which He never earned that we 
might have eternal life which we 
never deserved. To the bottom 
of the pit went He that we might 
be in the bosom of the Father. 
the Mercy Seat of the 
whole world, found no mercy for 
Himself. He went into awful gloom 
that we might enter into glory. 
Sold was He that we might ran- 
somed be. Denied was He that He 
might confess us to the Father. 
Bound was He that He might be- 
stow on us true freedom— the 
freedom of sons. Unjustly judged 
was He that we might escape the 
severity of God’s judgments. 
Scourged was He that by His 
stripes we might be healed. Cruci- 
fied was He that through His 
grace we might crucify the flesh 
with its affections and lusts. For 
us, on the cross, He became all 
that God must judge, that we, 
through faith in Him and with 
repentance toward God, might be- 
come all that God cannot judge. 
For a time He was separated from 
God that we might be with God 
through all eternity. 


You can do only one of two 
things with Jesus—not one of sev- 
eral. You can accept or reject; 
you can not do both. You can 
crown or crucify; you cannot do 
both. You can Jet Him in or shut 
Him out; you can not do both. 
You can say yes or no; you can- 
not do both. You can be for or 
against; you cannot be both. You 
can be friend or foe; you cannot 
be both. You can confess or deny; 
you cannot do both. 

Come to Christ! Trust him! 
Then, rejoicing in your salvation, 


go forth to live as Christ would 


have you live. Abhor that which is 
evil. Cleave to that which is good. 
“For the grace of God that bring- 
eth salvation hath appeared to 
all men, Teaching us that, deny- 
ing ungodliness and worldly lusts, 
we should live soberly, righteously, 
and godly, in this present world; 
Looking for that blessed hope, and 
the glorious appearing of the great 
God and our Saviour, Jesus Christ” 
(Titus 2:11-13). 


The time for you to say “yes” 
to Jesus is NOW—not TOMOR- 
ROW. On the clock of time, there 
is but one word—NOW! 

Tomorrow is the day when the 
idle man works, the fool reforms, 
the thief becomes honest, the 
drunkard sober, the libertine pure. 

Tomorrow is a period nowhere 
to be found except, perhaps, in 
the fool’s calendar. God’s call is 
not a call for tomorrow, but for 
TODAY. 

“Today—if ye will!” saith the 
Lord. 

Tomorrow, a word never writ- 
ten in the almanac of time, may 
be too late to win that friend or 
loved one or neighbor to faith in 
Christ. 

Tomorrow, ‘always written in 
Satan’s almanac, may be too late 
to brighten the dark road which 
some with fear and _ trembling 
travel. 

Tomorrow, a rock whitened by 
the bones of mariners. wrecked 
thereon, may be too late to lighten 
the load beneath which someone 
staggers. 

Tomorrow, the floating island of 
Loch Lomond which none have 
ever seen, may be too late to ex- 
tend the helping hand and to sup- 
ply the weapons somebody needs 
in life’s battle. 

Tomorrow, the idiot’s cup in 
which is the sorcery of death, may 
be too late to lift one who today 
is in the miry clay of the hor- 
rible pit. 

Tomorrow, the pot of gold at 
the foot of the rainbow, may be 
too late to keep someone from 
Hell where some lift up their eyes 
being in torment. 

Since “ye know not what shall 
be on the morrow,” say not what 
the Roman Governor Felix said.

Sitting in the great marble judg- 
ment hall, the arbiter, of life and 
death and the embodiment of the 
awful power of Caesar, he listened 
to a preacher in chains. As Paul 
spoke boldly and reasoned with 
unusual wisdom, the Roman listen- 
ed closely. Perhaps he was con- 
vinced. Certainly his conscience 
was troubled and he was deeply 
moved. But he tricked his troubled 
conscience by saying: “Go thy 
way for this time; when I have a 
convenient season, I will call for 
thee” (Acts 24:25). 


How universally and timelessly 
human that statement! How many 
millions of people have so fool- 
ishly and procrastinatingly said 
the same thing. Always they in- 
tend to be virtuous or more hon- 
est with God and wise as to eter- 
nity, but they always intend to do 
it at a more convenient time—to- 
morrow, or next week, or when the 
present strain is ended, or after 
they get married or get promoted 
or recover from sickness. Such a 
resolve is not a resolve td act but 
a resolve to postpone action—and 
delay is really decision for the 
wrong way. The only time any- 
body can make a vital decision is 
right now—at the present moment. 
No man can commit himself to 
feel a certain passion next week. 
Now is the only time any man has. 
You. may not be here tomorrow. 
And if a man will not do a thing 
now, while the wooing Spirit of 
God lays seige at his heart’s door 
—and while the impulse is strong, 
he certainly will not do it when 
the impulse is gone. The one sure 
thing about the unsure future is 
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and the a@b§olute authority of the Bible. 
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
